Pending  the  approval  of  the  drainage  scheme  building  is 
practically  at  a  standstill.  One  house  (Private  Enterprise)  was 
in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year^  and  two  f\irther 
Cornish  Unit  Houses  are  proposed  for  the  Barn  Park  Estate.  There 
are  27  names  on  the  waiting  list  but  this  number  will  probably 
increase  as  soon  as  building  recommences.
